Within the past few years several super-red sports of Delicious 
have been introduced, sports of both the Starking and Richared. 
To add to its list of outstanding commercial introductions, C G O 
Nursery now offers the first known sport of the Shotwell Deli- 
cious, a variety long known for its many fine characteristics both 
of tree and fruit. 


HISTORY 


The original sport limb was discovered by Mr. Leonard Hutchin- 
son in his Shotwell Delicious orchard near Tonasket, Washing- 
ton. The fruit on this particular limb already showed consider- 
able red color whereas the balance of the tree had not started 
coloring. He continued to watch this limb and by mid-August 
the fruit on this limb was almost fully colored whereas the bal- 
ance of the tree was just beginning to show good color. 


Tested and Proven 


The next spring Mr. Hutchinson topworked two younger trees 
and also arranged for the C G O Nursery to test the variety. 
Second generation fruit now has been produced for three years 
and shows the same characteristics as the parent limb so that 
it has been proven the variety is a true bud sport. And the com- 
ment made by one prominent horticulturist who has seen the 
bearing fruit for the past three years, in comparison with other 
similar sports, this new sport ‘’tops them all’’ . . . which prompted 
our giving it the name TOPRED. 


The Fruit 


To our knowledge, Topred Delicious is the earliest coloring of 
all the super red sports now being offered commercially. The 
apple starts coloring with stripes which are scarcely visible in 
the beautiful over-all finish color. The finish color is a much 
deeper red than either Royal Red or Redspur Delicious. 
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Second generation fruit being examined by Leonard Hutchinson 
(discoverer), John, Bert, and Bob Snyder of the C & O Nursery. 


Which Red Sport to Plant? 


In deciding which of the Red Sports to plant the grower should 
consider his particular locality, the market he supplies and type 
of planting he prefers. We now are in a position to supply what 
you want ... for a semi-dwarf, spur-type tree we recommend 
the REDSPUR DELICIOUS . . . for an early coloring, blush type 
the ROYAL RED DELICIOUS . . . and for the earliest color, 
striped type finishing a darker red the TOPRED DELICIOUS. 
All three proving ‘‘A real asset to the Fruit Industry”. 


AVAILABILITY 


Production still is limited to the availability of 
propagating wood; therefore, we encourage plac- 
ing advance orders early so trees can be booked 
and reserved for planting time desired.

A LOOK TO THE FUTURE 


Redspur Delicious opens up an entirely new outlook for 
Delicious apple growing. 


Mr. Elon Gilbert states that from his observations Redspur 
Delicious will produce more fruit per acre, and possibly a saving 
in growing costs of as much as 25c per box—spraying, pruning, 
thinning and harvest costs greatly reduced because of the 
type tree. 


THE TREE 


The Redspur Delicious tree appears to forecast the ‘’orchard 
of the future’’. 


The original bud sport was discovered as a whole tree in a 
block of Starking Delicious on the Elon Gilbert orchard near 
Parker, Washington. It exhibited a decidedly compact type 
growth with a pronounced tendency to form more spurs per unit 
length of wood, thereby lessening the terminal growth. It is 
estimated the terminal growth will average only %3 to 34 the 
length of shoots on adjacent Starking trees . . . this and the 
heavy annual bearing accounts for the dwarfing effect of the tree. 


SUGGESTED PLANTING 


We recognize any particular variety of tree will vary in 
size when grown in different areas under varied climatic, soil 
and other conditions, including pruning methods; however, based 
on tree growth of Redspur Delicious in relation to a standard 
tree, recommended planting is 108 trees per acre (20 ft. on 
square) as a somewhat permanent planting. Eventually it may 
necessitate one removal. 

Based on last year’s production on the original tree (which 
has not reached full production), Mr. Gilbert reports a planting 
of 108 trees per acre would be producing 2,160 loose boxes. 
And practically 100% extra fancy color!

== REDSPUR DELICIOUS color early, is a bright, blush type of 


red and of good type. The finish color retains its bright attrac- 
tive red and doesn’t get the muddy dark appearance of some 
Starking sports. 

Redspur Delicious has proven to be a heavy annual bearer— 
there are always resting spurs to produce the next year’s crop. 
It also comes into bearing early and we estimate during the first 
ten years a grower Can expect twice as much production as with 
regular Delicious.

AERO’ RED ROME develops color earlier, starting 
with stripes which are scarcely visible in the bright 
red finish color. Of the newer Red Rome sports, this 
variety has shown greater color stability. It is a 
longer type apple than standard Rome Beauty, of 
uniform shape and matures at approximately the 
same time as conventional Rome varieties. Excel- 
lent storage keeping qualities. 


The sport tree was discovered by Robert Lemcke 
on his ranch at Tieton, Washington, in 1948. Tree 
appears identical to the Rome Beauty . . . and has 
proven to be a good annual bearer. 


We do not anticipate Nero Red Rome replacing 
the Seeando Red Rome No. 262. These two apples 
are somewhat different and it will depend on your 
market which variety will be in greatest demand. 
Nero Red Rome does have that ‘‘eye appeal’’ for the 
fresh fruit trade.

CARE IN PLANTING DWARF FRUIT TREES 


Peach, Apricot, Plum, Prune, Pear and Dwarf Apple on E.M. 
rootstock—set the trees with the point of union between dwarf 
root and budded variety about 3 inches above ground (eliminat- 
ing the chance of the variety rooting on the standard variety). 
Dwarf Apple grown with an E.M. section, we recommend plant- 
ing deep enough so that some of the dwarf section is in the 
ground and eventually will take root (although that is not nec- 
essary to obtain the dwarfing effect). 


PROPER PRUNING is beneficial and will aid in setting of fruit. 
Summer pruning has proven to result in tree setting more fruit 
spurs than dormant winter pruning. Dormant pruning stimulates 
wood growth but not especially fruiting spur wood. Summer 
pruning—example—when new top limb growth has reached 
24-30" cut back the terminal growth 3’’. This will cause ex- 
cessive wood growth to stop for a period of 3-4 weeks and 
energy of tree will be directed to smaller limbs which are the 
fruiting limbs of your tree, resulting in development of bloom- 
ing wood for the following year. Summer pruning should be 
done less as tree develops larger and fruit takes place. You will 
have some thinning of inside limbs to do. Leave sufficient num- 
ber of spaced short knobby appearing limbs as these are your 
fruiting wood. After a period of 3-4 years, you will be harvest- 
ing fruit over the entire tree and more thinning of inside and 
cross limbs should be done. 
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Semi-dwarfing Stocks generally being recommended for com- 


mercial use are E.M. VIl and E.M. Il. Of these two, E.M. VII 
causes greater growth restriction, and the rootstock tolerates 
slowly draining soils. E.M. || appears to be a stock that tolerates 
dry soils. Both stocks are fully compatible with the cultivated 
apple varieties and both induce bearing at an early age. Some 
experimental plantings using E.M. IX dwaring stock are being 
made . . . these are planted as hedge rows and supported by 
wire similar to method used for growing grapes. 


Tree size is dependent upon several factors, including variety, 
pruning methods and local growing conditions. Relative size can 
better be expressed as follows: An apple tree of a given age 
and variety when growing on E.M. |X rootstock will be not more 
than one-quarter the size of a standard tree of the same variety 
and age. Similarly, a variety when growing on E.M. VII root- 
stock will be approximately half the size of a standard tree and 
on E.M. |! will be close to two-thirds the size of the same age 
standard tree with which it is compared. 


Planting distances will vary; however, it is important to allow 
sufficient room between the rows . . . generally 20 to 30 feet. 
When using as fillers in a standard planting (which then makes 
it possible for you to choose the type of tree you want ten or 
fifteen years hence), a good pattern would be to set an equal 
number of semi-dwarfs and standard trees at a distance of 
20x20 feet or 108 trees per acre (see Diagram No. 1). When 
the time comes to remove part of the trees, eliminate every 
other diagonal row which leaves 54 trees per acre at a spacing 
of 281% feet square. If the semi-dwarf trees should be elimi- 
nated, the standard trees will ultimately crowd in this spacing 
so that a second removal would be necessary later on. . . with

Within the past few years Dwarf and Semi-Dwarf Apple trees 
have been receiving greater attention by commercial apple grow- 
ers. Easier pruning, spraying and harvesting plus earlier bearing 
may hasten a trend toward smaller trees in the orchard. 


Of course, many questions arise as to what is the best root- 
stock . . . how far apart to plant . . . how to prune, etc.? A 
good many answers we don’t know; however, by growers trying 
the various rootstocks or intermediate stocks, different methods 
of planting, pruning, etc., then coordinating this information 
through our Dwarf Fruit organizations which have been estab- 
lished in the East and West, should eventually give us the 
answers. Both the Agricultural Experiment Station at Geneva, 
New York, and the Agricultural Experiment Station at Corvallis, 
Oregon, have done extensive work with dwarf stocks for com- 
mercial planting. We recommend interested growers sending 
to the Station at Geneva, New York, for Station Bulletin No. 783 
“‘Rootstocks and Methods Used for Dwarfing Fruit Trees’ by 
K. D. Brase and R. D. Way. Some of our information following 
is taken from this bulletin. 


At the present time we do not feel the dwarf type trees are 
going to replace the standard tree; however, there is a place 
for them and growers should carefully evaluate their potential 
value in their future plantings.

Pruning of semi-dwarf apple trees is not necessary or desirable 
during the first 4 or 5 years after the initial pruning when 
planted. Terminal shoot growth is not headed back and only 
in cases when branches are too close together will it be neces- 
sary to thin out dense growth. The important point is to let 
the tree bear a few crops before much pruning is done. The 
weight of the fruit will then open up the dense tree top and 
only after this has taken place will it become necessary to shape 
the tree by more severe pruning. Neither E.M. VII or E.M. 
Il require very severe pruning, but after reaching the age of 8 
to 10 years it becomes necessary to keep the tree more or less 
to the size which it attained during this period. This is accom- 
plished by heading back the branches into fruit bearing wood.

Dwarfing Effects Obtained by Means 
Other than the Roostock 


Because of certain problems with Clonal rootstocks, other pos- 
sible methods of obtaining dwarfing effect are being tried. One 
method is use of a section of Malling stock interposed between 
a standard rootstock and the scion variety. Resulting shoot 
growth of the scion variety is dominated by the stem piece of 
the dwarfing stock; however, the dwarfing effect of the inter- 
stock tree is less pronounced than it is when the dwarfing stocks 
aré used as root systems. 


There is some difference of opinion whether an interstock type 
tree should be planted with the Malling section entirely above 
ground level or whether it is desirable to have part of the section 
below ground level. Although it is not necessary to have part 
below ground level to obtain the dwarfing effect, we feel doing 
so has possible advantages. We recommend planting deep enough 
so that some of the dwarf section is in the ground and eventually 
will take root.
